Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims l-3 5 drawn to product, classified in class 427, subclass 1+. 

II. Claims 4-22 and 34-40, drawn to apparatus, classified in class 156, subclass 345+. 

III. Claims 23-33 and 41, drawn to a method, classified in class 216, subclass 88. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions III and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be 
used for a different process such as mechanical polishing instead of CMP. 

Inventions II-III and I are related as apparatus-method and product. The inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the apparatus 
as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the apparatus can be used for 
making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this case the product can be used for a 
different apparatus and process, such as mechanical polishing instead of CMP. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation between Examiner Sylvia MacArthur and Greg Turocy

claims 23-33 and 41. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 1-22, 34-40 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1. 142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 24-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 24-33 contain the phrase "at least one of which renders the claim indefinite. If a 
Markush group is intended to be cited, then the phrase should cite - -from a member selected 
from the group consisting of - - . 

Claims 27-30 are also indefinite because if only one member (e.g. pad information) is 
selected from the Markush group, then the other members (slurry info, pressure info, motion 
info) are not required to be selected, and then do not further limit their base claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 23-33 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Moore (US 2001/0029152 Al). 

Moore discloses a method for controlling a chemical mechanical polishing process 
comprises gathering electrical resistance information and analyzing to control the CMP process 
(paragraph [0055]-[0056] and also [0044-46, 48-49]).
